The three- 
hour drive will cover some of the more 
scenic parts of Morgan County (each 
year a different route will be chosen), 
with refreshment and rest stops at Ezel 
and Woodsbend along the way. 

A fee of $25 per car will be charged 
for a chance to win $1,000 in prize 



money from three dice rolls. Additional 
riders may participate (maximum of 4) 
by paying a $25 entry fee. Only 1989 
and older cars and trucks will be eligible. 

The purpose of the event is twofold: 
to raise funds for children’s projects by 
the West Liberty Kiwanis Club (this 
year’s project is a skateboard park), and 
to show off scenic Morgan County.

West; 

11. Stop at Frosty Freeze for break; 

12. Turn left onto Highway 772; 

13. Turn right onto Highway 705; 

14. Turn left onto Bays Bend Road; 

15. Break at Woodsbend Boys’ Camp 
(2nd dice roll); 

16. Turn right onto Highway 2498

Defendants enter guilty pleas in 
murder, drug trafficking cases 



Eleven defendants pleaded guilty to 
felony charges at the May term of Mor- 
gan Circuit Court. They were: 

Sheldon Sargent, 42, of Grayson 
pleaded guilty to 2nd degree manslaugh- 
ter and received a recommended sen- 
tence of 10 years in prison. Sargent was 
charged with the April 16, 2005, shoot- 
ing death of his brother, Gregory L. 
Sargent, following an argument at Gre- 
gory Sargent’s residence on Duck Creek. 

Three defendants pleaded guilty to 
drug trafficking charges. They were: 
Charles Freddie Endicott, 24, High- 
way 205, West Liberty pleaded guilty to 
three separate counts of trafficking in a 



controlled in return for a recommended 
sentence of nine years in the peniten- 
tiary to be served concurrently. Three 
additional counts of trafficking in 
marijuana, less than 8 ounces, were 
dismissed. 

Alisia M. Owen, 31. of Louisville, 
pleaded guilty to 1st degree promot- 
ing contraband into Eastern Kentucky 
Complex and received a recommended 
two-year sentence. 

Harold G. Pennington, 54, of 
Malone pleaded guilty to three counts 
of 1st degree trafficking in a controlled 
substance (cocaine). The Common- 
wealth recommended that he be sen- 



tenced to seven years in the penitentiary 
on each count, to be served concurrently. 

Other guilty pleas entered included: 

Scotty Cantrell, who was charged 
with 1st degree rape, pleaded guilty to 
an amended charge of unlawful trans- 
action with a minor. He was ordered to 
be placed on probation and to pay a fine 
of $1,000 and supervision fees of 
$1,800. 

Jennifer Taylor, charged with 1st de- 
gree sexual abuse, pleaded to an 
amended charge of facilitation of sexual 
abuse 1st degree. She was meted a 12- 
month sentence, probated for two years.

OUR FLAG 



By Henry Ward Beecher 

In 1777, within a few days of one year 
after the Declaration of Independence, 
the Congress of the Colonies assembled 
and ordained this glorious national flag 
which we now hold and defend, and ad- 
vanced it full high, before God and all 
me, as the flag of liberty. 



It was no holiday flag, emblazoned 
for gayety or vanity. It was a solemn 
national signal. When that banner first 
unrolled to the sun it was the symbol of 
all those holy truths and purposes which 
brought together the Colonial American 
Congress. Our flag means, then, all that 
the Constitution of our people, organiz- 
ing for justice, for liberty, and for hap- 
piness, meant. Our flag carries Ameri- 
can ideas, American history, and Ameri- 
can feelings. Beginning with the colo- 
nies and coming down to our time, in its 
sacred heraldry, in its glorious insignia, 
it has gathered and stored chiefly this 
supreme idea — divine right of liberty 
in man. Every color means liberty; ev- 
ery thread means liberty; every form of 
star and beam, or stripe of light, means 
liberty; but organized institutional lib- 
erty — liberty through law, and laws for 
liberty.

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Raising Campaign Funds 
Looking Grim For Fletcher

The 2007 gubernatorial cam- 
paign began last week - the Re- 
publican campaign, anyway -and 
anyone who does not think it will 
be fascinating to watch has been 
hiding out at the bottom of Mam- 
moth Cave the last year or so. 

A week before Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher is scheduled to be ar- 
raigned in Franklin District Court 
on misdemeanor charges involv- 
ing state personnel abuses, Ft. 
Gov. Steve Pence announced he 
will not be on the ticket with 
Fletcher in the governor’s re-elec- 
tion campaign next year. Pence is 
also resigning as secretary of the 
state justice cabinet. 

Pence’s bailout could not have 
come at a worse time for Fletcher. 
It also is an indication of how far 
Fletcher has fallen with the lead- 
ership of the Kentucky Republi- 
can Party since Attorney General 
Greg Stumbo opened his investi- 
gation of personnel abuses more 
than a year ago. 

The string of 13 special grand 
jury indictments of top Fletcher 
aides and appointees kicked the 
legs out from under Fletcher as 
the white knight to come to 
Frankfort to clean up the messes 
of Democratic corruption and 
abuse. 

Fletcher’s subsequent pardon 
of those indicted and anyone else 
who might be charged with break- 
ing state merit system laws only 
reinforced the notion that some- 
thing must be pretty rotten if the 
governor had to go to such an 
extreme to protect his people 
from defending themselves in 
court. 

Now it is Fletcher, the only one 
not covered by the blanket par- 
don, who must go before a judge 
and jury and explain what almost 
certainly amounts to a mountain 
of evidence collected by prosecu- 
tors that led the grand jury to in- 
dict the governor. 

He will have the best defense 
money can buy, of course, but the 
protracted pre-trial process and 
then the trail itself will be an un- 
precedented embarrassment to 
Fletcher and the party officials 
who put him in the governor’s 
mansion. 

All of this will be playing out

on the eve of Fletcher’s state in- 
tent to ask the voters for a second 
four-year term as governor. 

Now he will have to do that 
without Pence, who has not been 
touched the by personnel scandal 
but, as a tough former prosecutor 
himself, must have been affronted 
that a special grand jury was do- 
ing an investigation that should 
have initiated within his own jus- 
tice cabinet. 

Pence said last week he does 
not plan to be on any statewide 
ticket in 2007, but... 

Anything, of course, can hap- 
pen to change that plan. Party 
leaders convinced that Fletcher 
has no chance at re-election can 
be awfully persuasive. And they 
can bring with them commit- 
ments to the kind of money nec- 
essary to run a successful primary 
campaign and then a successful 
general election campaign against 
a Democratic ticket determined to 
regain power in Frankfort. 

But Pence would have his own 
baggage to carry into 2007. He is 
forever connected to the Fletcher- 
Pence administration and his op- 
ponents will capitalize on that 
association. His resignation as 
justice cabinet secretary means he 
will collected about $150,000 a 
year in salary and benefits as lieu- 
tenant governor without having 
anything to do, a fact that Demo- 
crats are already pointing out 
gleefully. 

As for Fletcher, he now has the 
task of beginning fundraising for 
2007 all over again, since he 
probably will have to give up 
money raised for a Fletcher- 
Pence slate. He has to find some- 
one to replace Pence, and so far 
there has been no evidence of 
stampede of Republicans pre- 
pared in all probability to fall on 
their swords for the good of the 
party. 

With the days ticking down to 
his criminal arraignment, with his 
lieutenant governor abandoning 
ship and not endorsing his re- 
election, and with both Republi- 
can United States Senators blun- 
deringly silent, what does 
Fletcher do? 

He departs for a Florida vaca- 
tion? 

Somehow, that is just not sur- 
prising.

I don’t need 
to strain or lift due to possible 
disconnecting the wiring which 
would cause another surgery and 
recovery time again. 

Back to graduation: My son, 
Jerry Jackson, Jr., graduated this 
year. Graduation was to begin at 
7:00 p.m. I drove over about 6:45 
so I wouldn’t have to sit so long. 
When I got to where you turn off 
Ky. 191 to the high school, a Mr. 
Gullett stopped me and said I 
would need to turn and park at 
IGA and walk, due to all parking 
spots being taken. I told him I am 
disabled and showed him my dis- 
ability parking pass, and I told 
him I wasn’t able to carry my 
chair, my purse, and my camera 
from IGA. But he told me if I was 
Jesus Christ I could not cross that 
bridge. I told him my son was 
graduating and I started crying. 
He just yelled for me to turn and 
leave. He said the graduation 
started at 5:00 p.m. My son had 
to be there early and he was. I 
understood I was to be there at 
7:00 p.m. 

I returned home at Index and I 
told my husband why I was cry- 
ing. He told me to dry my face 
and get back in the truck. He 
drove me back to the bridge go- 
ing to the high school. Mr. Gullett 
started motioning and told my 
husband he couldn’t cross the b 
ridge. My husband told him he 
was only going to drop me off and 
then he would be right back out. 
When we got to the high school 
parking areas, there were lots of 
parking places, even handicapped 
parking spaces.

Fourteen teens and adults 
from the West Liberty Christian 
Church spent from April 27 to 
May 1 helping hurricane victims 
in New Orleans, Louisiana. The 
work crew headed out Thursday 
evening, drove all night, and went 
to work on Friday sorting clothes 
and personal items for Cross- 
roads Missions, located in an 
abandoned Christian high school 
facility in St. Bernard Parrish. 
The church also delivered sup- 
plies that it had been stocking 
since Christmas, including a load 
of building materials, through 
David May Trucking, for a house 
to be built in the New Orleans 
area. 

Saturday, the work crew got to 
see the damage in the city and 
surrounding areas first hand. The 
devastation is incredible and 
most of the areas have yet to be 
cleaned up. “Everywhere the 
church van went, people were 
waving, honking and saying 
thank you for coming to help. It 
was an eye-opening and hum- 
bling experience for all those who 
participated,” said Senior Minis- 
ter, Paul Casteel. 

The city is largely a ghost- 
town. The French Quarter is alive 
and well, but the rest of the city 
is still struggling.“We were work- 
ing in a suburban area, but had to 
drive twenty minutes just to get 
to a Burger King,” Dr. Kent 
Nickell said. 

In a city roughly the size of 
Cincinnati, only 120,000 people 
have returned. The largest city in 
Louisiana now is Baton Rouge, 
which went from 400,000 to 
600,000 residents virtually over- 
night when Katrina evacuees 
started to converge upon the city. 
Most of the displaced persons 
have chosen to remain in their 
“evacuee cities” rather than to re- 
turn to their ravaged city. 

The Christian Church will be 
returning to New Orleans Sep- 
tember 10-16 to help clean out 
homes and remove drywall so 
that homes can be restored in the 



Chalmette area of the city. Out of 
the 300,000 homes that need to 
be restored in the Greater New 
Orleans area, Crossroads Mis- 
sions alongside Christian Church 
work crews have restored 200. 
“The task is great, but our Savior 
is greater!” Senior Minister Paul 
Casteel replied.

Environmentalists, 
foresters at odds 
over burning plan 

Environmentalists are oppos- 
ing a move by the U.S. Forest 
Service to cut trees and burn 
ground clutter near a pristine 
trout stream in the southernmost 
portion of the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest. 

“The latest battle between en- 
vironmentalist and foresters on 
how to best manage the federal 
land is taking place on the hill- 
sides around Rock Creek, which 
originates in Tennessee and flows 
into Kentucky south of Stearns,” 
writes Roger Alford of The As- 
sociated Press. 

The plan is to cut trees on 
1,619 acres, build 8.6 miles of 
roads, burn ground clutter on 
7,560 acres and spread herbicide 
on more than 1,000 acres, writes 
Alford. Perrin de Jong, head of 
the environmental group Ken- 
tucky Heartwood, told AP the 
group opposes any such activities 
around Rock Creek, a stream so 
pure in its upper reaches that the 
Kentucky Division of Water 
made it part of the state’s “Wild 
River” program. 

The proposal’s opponents 
asked for an impact study to 
gauge the proposed project’s ef- 
fects. De Jong told AP, “Rock 
Creek is too valuable ... for us to 
be logging, road-building and 
spraying herbicides. We need to 
protect it and make sure the place 
remains ... wild and scenic.” Rex 
Mann, a forest service spokes- 
man in Winchester, told AP no 
logging would occur near the 
stream and water quality would 
not change.

June 1 — Regardless who 
wins the Republican or Demo- 
cratic nominations for Kentucky 
governor next year, there will not 
be a Fletcher/Pence ticket. 

Wednesday, Lt. Gov. Steve 
Pence announced he wouldn’t 
join Fletcher in seeking the Re- 
publican Party nomination for the 
top spots in state government. 

Pence, who informed Fletcher 
on his decision with a telephone 
call Tuesday evening, said it was 
a personal decision based on 
lengthy discussions with friends 
and family. Pence also acknowl- 
edged discussing his decision 
with U.S. Senator Mitch 
McConnell. 

Although the merit-hiring 
scandal wasn’t the deciding fac- 
tor in his decision, Pence said the 
lingering controversy didn’t help. 

“This decision is in the inter- 
est of what is best for my fam- 
ily,” Pence said. 

Pence said he has no plans to 
seek elected office but acknowl- 
edged that could change, saying 
he hadn’t planned on running for 
lieutenant governor until shortly 
before the primary. 

Fletcher, who is vacationing 
in Florida, released a statement 
through his spokesman Brent 
Hall praising Pence’s work. 

“Steve Pence these past years 
has served his commonwealth by 
helping me implement effective 
narcotics enforcement, updating 
our sex offender laws and im- 



proving our criminal justice sys- 
tem,” Fletcher said in the state- 
ment. 

The governor also took aim at 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo’s 
continuing investigation into 
merit system hiring and the con- 
troversy it has created. 

“I fully understand Steve’s 
decision,” Fletcher said in the 
statement. “This has been a tough 
work environment, with or with- 
out Greg Stumbo’s relentless at- 
tacks. Lt. Gov. Pence has made a 
decision he believes is in his best 
interest and whether or not one 
agrees with it is not the issue.” 

Hall said the administration is 
preparing a list of candidates to 
take over Pence’s duties as sec- 
retary of the Justice Cabinet, a 
post he will step down from on 



Aug. 1. 

Hall declined to name any of 
the potential candidates. But re- 
sponding to a reporter’s question, 
Hall said Robbie Rudolph, sec- 
retary of the Finance and Admin- 
istration Cabinet, would be “on 
the top of anyone’s list.” 

Hall said Pence told Fletcher 
that he would not seek the 
governor’s office as long as 
Fletcher is on the ticket. 

Hall said there was no pres- 
sure from the leaders of the Re- 
publican Party for a change. 

“This is not a party of bosses,” 
Hall said. “ . . . Forty-seven per- 
cent of registered voters in this 
state are Republican. That’s who 
we listen to.” 

As he left the press conference 
Wednesday, Pence was asked if 
he told Fletcher he would support 
his bid for re-election. Although 
Pence paused for a moment as he 
left, the question went unan- 
swered.

Kentucky raises tax, growers adjust 
as the industry faces more change 



Times keep changing on To- 
bacco Road. Kentucky, the state 
with the nation’s lowest cigarette 
tax and largest number of tobacco 
farmers rasied the tax tenfold June 
1, and officials say the state will 
produce a lot less burley tobacco 
than last year. And though the fed- 
eral tobacco program is over, and 
growers are diversifying, the in- 
dustry still faces possible changes 
as a result of possible court and 
legislative action. 

Kentucky’s cigarette tax is 
going from 3 cents a pack to 30. 
Lexington Herald-Leader re- 
porter Jim Warren writes, “Health 
advocates predict ... the tax will 
encourage some Kentuckians to 
quit smoking (but) ... more smok- 
ers might have been motivated if 
lawmakers had approved a bigger 
tax increase.” 

Associated Press reporter 
Betsy Verecky reports that health 
officials hope one penny of the tax 
hike, earmarked for researchers at 
cancer centers in Kentucky, “will 
help them better understand and 
treat cancer.” The state will split 
the money between the Univer- 
sity of Louisville’s James Graham 
Brown Cancer Center and the 
University of Kentucky’s Lucille 
P. Markey Cancer Center. (Read 
more) Kentucky has the nation’s 
highest adult smoking rate at 
nearly 31 percent, according to 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. It has some of the 
highest rates of tobacco-related 
tumors and lung cancer. 

Meanwhile, from Washington, 
AP’s Hilary Roxe writes, “The 
decision by Congress last year to 
end Depression-era price and pro- 
duction controls for U.S. tobacco

didn’t close the federal debate. 
The future of tobacco is still un- 
der discussion in court and on 
Capitol Hill, and the industry 
could still face significant 
changes,” especially if tobacco 
companies are found guilty of 
civil racketeering in a trial ex- 
pected to end in June. The com- 
panies could face more suits, and 
more attention from lawmakers, 
said Richard A. Daynard, presi- 
dent of the Boston-based Tobacco 
Control Resource Center. Scott 
Balin, a former American Heart 
Association attorney who helped 
organize a coalition of farmers 
and health officials, tells Roxe, 
“The tobacco issue has not been 
resolved. That’s the bottom line.” 

AP’s Bruce Schreiner reports 
from Louisville that without the 
federal program, growers are 
moving more cautiously into a 
free market, he cites a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture report pro- 
jecting a 3 1 percent drop in burley 
acreage in Kentucky, which “tra- 
ditionally produces 70 percent of 
the nation’s burley, the lighter- 
colored tobacco that is combined 
with the darker flue-cured vari- 
ety in cigarettes,” he writes. Pro- 
duction may not drop that much, 
because growers are under pres- 
sure to improve yields in a mar- 
ket that will pay them about one- 
fourth less per pound than last 
year, under contracts with ciga- 
rette companies. 

Herald-Leader reporter 
Beverly Fortune writes of how 
some former burley farmers have 
turned to goats as an alternative 
cash crop. Larry Yearsley, she 
writes, “bought his first goats five 
years ago. Today he has a herd of 
more than 80 nannies and kids on 
the farm where he grew up, re-

named Just Kiddin’ Boer Goats 
Farm.” Kentucky’s goat popula- 
tion ranks sixth in the nation with 
70,000 animals, according to the 
Kentucky Agricultural Statistics 
Service, up from 16,223 goats in 
1997. 

Meanwhile, the cable channel 
RFD-TV recently ran a news fea- 
ture on Kentucky’s cattle indus- 
try, the largest east of the Missis- 
sippi. The report was on The 
Cattle Show. 

In Virginia, AP’s Stephanie 
Stoughton nicely summarized a 
complex phenomenon that “dra- 
matically altering the industry” — 
small cigarette companies that 
started after the 1998 settlement 
between states and big compa- 
nies, but are now being forced by 
state legislatures to pay into the 
settlement.

General Questions About 
Social Security 
By Bernard O’Nan 

Question: Do I have to report 
a lost Social Security card? 

Answer: No. If you have lost 
your Social Security card, you 
may apply for a replacement, but 
even that may not be necessary if 
you know your number. You can 
find out how to replace a lost So- 
cial Security card by visiting 
www.socialsecurity.gov, or call- 
ing the Ashland Social Security 
office at 606-324-0516 and ask- 
ing for the fact sheet, New Rules 
for Getting a Social Security 
Number and Card. 

You should keep your Social 
Security card in a safe place with 
your other important papers. Do 
not carry it with you unless need 
to show it to an employer or ser- 
vice provider. This will minimize 
the chances of losing your Social 
Security card or having it stolen. 

Question: Why does my Social 
Security statement not show any 
earnings from my job as an el- 
ementary school teacher for the 
past five years? 

Answer: if you work for a state 
or local agency - including a 
school system, college or univer- 
sity - your earnings may not be 
covered by Social Security. 

If you are covered only by 
your state or local pension plan 
and you do not pay Social Secu- 
rity taxes, your earnings will not 
be on your Social Security record. 
(Your record will show your 
Medicare wages if you pay into 
that program.) 

If your school system is cov- 
ered by both your state/local pen- 
sion plan and Social Security, you 
pay Social Security and Medicare 
taxes just as you would for any 
other Social Security-covered 
job. In this instance, you should 
see your earnings on your Social 
Security statement. If you believe 
that your Social Security-covered 
earnings are not reflected cor- 
rectly on your statement, you 
should contact your local Social 
Security office. It is important 
that your earnings record be ac- 
curate because your Social Secu- 
rity benefits are based on those 
earnings. 

For more information on how 
your pension plan from non-cov- 
ered state or local employment 
may affect the amount of your 
Social Security benefit, you can 
visit the Social Security website 
at www.socialsecurity.gov and 
click on the link for federal, state 
and local government employees. 
You can also call Social 
Security’s toll-free number at 1- 
800-772-1213 (TTY 1-800-325- 
0778) and ask for the publication, 
How the Windfall Elimination 
Provision Can Affect Your Social 
Security Benefit.

‘fast buck’? Were they playing tennis at Cannel City in 1915? 



Area Agri-Tourism meeting 
set in West Liberty June 15

In 1991, while I was re- 
searching for a book that I was 
writing, The Last Train to Jack- 
son , I was told by Chalmer 
Benton, Roy Vance and Ernest 
Allen about some German sci- 
entists coming to Cannel City to 
make dye. 

It was a very secretive opera- 
tion and they operated in that 
area next to the air compressor, 
Ernest said. In fact, I have a 
photo of his dad, Elijah, and 
Dorsey Peyton inside the “re- 
tort,” as it was called in those 
days. (Retort is a vessel used to 
distill or decompose substances 
by heat.) 

I wish now that I had spent 
more time on this subject in my 
research. Now all three - 
Chalmer, Roy and Ernest - have 
passed away. 

A few days ago I received a 
letter from Bill Minor, of 
Charlottesville, Va., whose fa- 
ther, Hugh Minor, was a time- 
keeper for the Kentucky Block 
Cannel Coal Company and the O 
& K Railroad. Bill had discov- 
ered some material about dye 
making in Cannel City on the 
internet and sent me a copy. He 
too had heard the story of Ger- 
mans being in Cannel City prior 
to World War I. 

Site Revisited 

Remembering some huge 
concrete abutments in the 
Spring Branch area of Caney 
that Roy Vance had shown me, I 
decided to revisit the area. My 
first stop was Edwin Benton’s, 
one of Morgan County’s most 
knowledgeable individuals, es- 
pecially about the Caney and 
Cannel City area. As usual, 
Edwin knew all about the Ger- 
mans and their dye operation. 

When Edwin and I arrived at 
the area where the German op- 



eration as supposed to have 
taken place, the large concrete 
foundation columns we had re- 
member had disappeared! He 
was as surprised as I was. Evi- 
dently, whomever owns the land 
probably decided to remove 
them. 

The Rest of the Story 

As Paul Harvey says, “Here 
is the rest of the story.” 

In 1915, the Pearsite Com- 
pany was incorporated in Dela- 
ware under a cloud of secrecy. It 
had a capitalization of $2 million. 
The principal financial backer 
was Col. Henry P. Bope, vice 
president and general manager of 
sales for the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany of Pittsburg. It seemed that 
the United States was dependent 
on European nations for their 
dyes. With war close at hand, the 
Pearsite company planned to es- 
tablish a dye making process in 
the United States so we would be 
free of dependence on Europe. 

Of course, they also planned 
to make a couple of bucks ! In 
Sept. 1915, Dr. Thomas H. 
Norton, the U.S. expert on the 
dye industry announced that an 
invention by the Pearsite Com- 
pany would revolutionize the in- 
dustry and free the United States 
from dependence on Europe. 

Anyone for Tennis? 

In 1915, J. Morrow 
Campbell, from England, was 
the first chemist to come to Can- 
nel City. He had a Dr. Gage, a 
German chemist from Califor- 
nia, had validated the dye mak- 
ing process for the Pearsite 
Company. After arriving in Can- 
nel City, Campbell carried out 
his research in a small lab close 
to the Hotel DeLancy. 

Campbell was 65 years old at 
the time and spoke several lan- 
guages. Being an avid tennis 
player, he had a tennis court built 
at Cannel City. (Bill F. Johnston, 
in his memories, state he was a

THE DR. MAXEY HOUSE. 
One of Morgan County’s pioneer 
physicians — Dr. Raney Maxey — 
lived at Ezel in the western lim- 
its of the county. He has been the 
subject of earlier Sketches (see 
Acknowledgments); this one fo- 
cuses on his former home. 

Dr. Maxey ’s first name was 
almost certainly an Appalachian 
corruption of Rene, the name of 
his grandfather Rev. Rene 
Chastain. The Chastains and 
Maxeys were descendants of 
Huguenots, French Protestant re- 
formers of the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies who fled Catholic persecu- 
tion. 

Raney Maxey was born No- 
vember 10, 1805, the sixth child 
and fourth son of Thomas and 
Lydia (Chastain) Maxey, who 
were among the pioneer settlers 
of eastern Kentucky. Lydia died 
giving birth to Raney. Mother- 
less, the children were dispersed 
to various families, a common 
custom of the time. Raney was 
reportedly taken in by a childless 
couple, Joseph Bondurant and his 
wife, who were also of Hugenot 
ancestry and had intermarried 
with the Chastains and Maxeys. 

Raney acquired 150 acres of 
land on Grassy Creek in Morgan 
County in 1828, and the follow- 
ing year wed Mary Ann 
Gillespie. The couple eventually 
had nine children. At some point 
they moved to Ezel.

teenager at the time and helped 
Campbell build the tennis court. 
Evidently, while Campbell was 
not in his lab, he was playing ten- 
nis. 

Would it not be interesting to 
know what people in Cannel City 
thought of someone hitting a 
little, fuzzy rubber ball over a 
net? That little tennis ball evi- 
dently evolved into something 
larger - a baseball, softball and 
basketball, all of which Cannel 
City has been noted for. 

Dr. Gage came to Cannel City 



a short time after Campbell. He 
began his operation on Spring 
Branch or Brushy Fork - 1 am not 
sure what you call that area. Any- 
way, this is where the stone foun- 
dations were that Edwin and I 
were looking for. According to 
Bill Johnston, Dr. Gage worked 
for the Pearsite Company, and it 
is not clear if Campbell worked 
for the company or on his own. 

Next week: A dye processing 
plant is built in Cannel City, the 
bubble bursts, and the Germans 
disappear. 



The Eastern Kentucky Foot- 
hills Eco-Agri-Tourism Corpo- 
ration (FEAT) is a newly formed 
non-profit organization. A board 
of directors composed of local 
farmers, teachers, extension 
agents and business leaders gov- 
erns the corporation. It is de- 
signed to serve six tobacco de- 
pendent, economically dis- 
tressed counties in Eastern Ken- 
tucky — Carter, Elliott, 
Greenup, Menifee, Morgan and 
Wolfe. This cluster of geo- 
graphically and culturally simi- 
lar counties reach from the Ohio 
River in the north to the Red 
River Gorge in the south and had 
economies heavily dependent on 
hurley tobacco production. 

The primary objective of 
FEAT is to help farmers make 
the transition from a tobacco de- 
pendent economy to other cash 
crops or services that will gener- 
ate on-farm income. An alter- 
nate income source may be de- 
rived from agriculture-based ac- 
tivities that will bring paying 
visitors to the family farm or 
will supply tourists and local cli- 
ents alike with farm-grown pro- 
duce or products. 

Tourism is one of the largest 
industries in Kentucky and ac- 
counts for 175,000 jobs state- 
wide. Kentucky is within one 
day’s drive of approximately 70 
percent of the nation’s popula- 
tion making the state attractive 
to weekend tourists. Addition- 
ally, high gasoline prices are 
causing vacationers to plan 
shorter excursions closer to their 
own homes. Farmers willing to 
capitalize on existing assets or 



develop new assets on their land 
can tap into the growing number 
of tourists who visit Kentucky 
each year. 

Funding is available in the 
form of matching grants to help 
landowners develop viable agri- 
tourism ventures. A grant pro- 
posal may be submitted to se- 
cure funding for a maximum of 
$50,000 per applicant. Grant 
monies may be used to develop 
agri-tourism businesses, such as, 
cabin rentals, pick-your-own 
small fruit plantings, hunting 
and fishing leases, hiking and 
wildlife viewing. 

Members of the Kentucky 
Entrepreneur Coaches Institute 
(KECI) will provide additional 
assistance to farmer grant appli- 
cations. KECI is a program at 
the University of Kentucky that 
has individuals in each county 
trained to help people formulate 
business plans. FEAT will also 
be working closely with the 
County Extension Service 
Agents. 

Two public meetings will be 
held to familiarize area land- 
owners with the opportunities 
available through agri-tourism. 
The first meeting is scheduled 
for Thursday, June 15, 7:00 pm, 
at the Morgan County Commu- 
nity Center, 450 Prestonsburg 
Street, in West Liberty. The sec- 
ond meeting will be scheduled 
in the northern section of the 
project area and will be an- 
nounced soon.

Maxey was both a Christian 
minister and physician, being 
listed on the 1850 federal census 
as “Raney Maxey, M.D.” His of- 
fice was a small log building in 
the corner of his yard, not far 
from the house. 

The house may also have been 
log, given that his office was. (It 
was built long before Maxey ’s 
death in 1 869 when log structures 
were still common. In the accom- 
panying photograph, note the 
house’s boxy shape, and its cov- 
ering of siding, all of which could 
be consistent with a log house.) 

Be that as it may, the picture 
was made in 1970 by Maxey ’s 
great-great granddaughter (and 
my aunt), Lucille (Nickell) 
Haney of Lexington, Ky. She was 
in the Ezel area with my father, 
the late Wendell Nickell, and 
Dillard Murphy, a local resident. 
Dad had suggested they include 
Dillard because of his knowledge 
of the area. Lucille, our family’s 
main genealogist, was looking 
for Raney’s and his wife’s graves. 
(Those were later discovered in 
a small cemetery on the old Boyd 
Anderson farm.) 

However, at one point while 
my father was driving, Dillard 
remarked that an old house they 
were approaching had been the 
Dr. Maxey residence. They 
stopped, and Lucille snapped the 
photo. At that time the log office 
was gone, and a year later — when 
Lucille returned — so was the 
house. 

This is the only known picture 
of it — a testimony to luck. Of 
course Lucille had helped make 
the luck possible, and she had 
capitalized on it when it oc- 
curred. But it represents good 
luck nonetheless.

This will be the last time the re- 
union will be held in this beloved 
building which holds so many 
precious memories. I had 
planned to get a picture of all my 
former students at Cannel City. I 
just didn’t know how to get them 
all together. 

I was so thrilled to meet many 
of them. I would like them to 
send me a recent photograph to 
be placed in the school complex. 
From what I have been informed 
the present Cannel City students 
will be transferred to the new 
building, at Grear, after the 
Christmas vacation. So many 
ask, “What will happen to the old 
building when it no longer is a 
school?” Hopefully the building 
will be used for a good commu- 
nity purpose. I taught there for 
20 years and have great memo- 
ries of my experiences at Cannel 
City. Now, my desire is to col- 
lect as much material as possible 
depicting Cannel City School. If 
anyone has anything pertaining 
to the school, I sure would ap- 
preciate getting copies. Wardie 
taught there several years before 
becoming principal for 14 years. 
He retired in 1969 and then I 
taught at Sellersburg, Indiana, 
before retiring in 1982, and then 
substituted 11 years. 

Best of wishes are extended to 
the sick and shutins. Some that I 
am aware of include Loretta Cox 
Hebb, Rossetti Craft Adams, 
Charles Benton, helena 
Blankenship, Julia Benton, Hilda 
Benton, who is now recovering 
from recent surgery at U.K. Hos- 
pital. She will probably be re- 
leased Tuesday of this week. Also 
a great friend to Morgan County, 
Juanita Frederick. Haven’t heard 
lately about her condition. 

I always enjoy the Benton 
Reunion. This year a nice crowd 
was present. Thanks to Stanley 
Benton for all the work on the life 
of his grandmother, Barilla Ellen 
Morris Benton, April 21, 1880 — 
Oct. 22, 1961. I remember her 
very well. In fact, I sat up with 
her a night or so before her pass- 
ing so that the family could get 
some rest. She spent a very 
peaceful night. I especially re- 
member her husband, Franklin, 
who retired in 1941 (I think that 
is the date). I didn’t have a school 
that year but I did go to the Mor- 
gan County teachers’ m,eeting at 
West Liberty. I remember very 
distinctly him walking up to me 
and telling me he was retiring and 
that I could have his position for 
first and second grades at Caney. 
I was so thrilled. What a great 
year that was. The students he 
had in the first grade, now sec- 
ond graders had had such a great 
start when I received them as sec- 
ond graders. I knew then and 
there that he was a great teacher, 
in 1945 the school burned. I 
talked to my sister, Joy Anderson 
Pisciotto, the other day. She said 
she remembered that occasion 
very well. One thing she espe- 
cially remembered was me car- 
rying out a new school desk just 
minutes before flames encircled 
the entire building. My guardian 
angel (I do believe in angels) 
came to my rescue. I have some 
more information which I hope 
to include in a later newsletter 
about this little school. 

Hester Arnett Burton, Wardie 
and I were the teachers when the 
building burned. If anyone else 
wants to supply more informa- 
tion about this sad occasion 
please send it to me. I am mak- 
ing a scrapbook and anything I 
receive will be put in the Caney 
Scrapbook. 

Recently Georgia and Estill 
Fugatge, also Allene Fugate 
spent a few days at Caney. They 
came in especially for the Can- 
nel City Alumni meeting. Geor- 
gia, Estill and I spent one day in 
Breathitt County visiting three 
cemeteries—the Field Branch 
Cemetery on Lower Taulbee 
Fork where so many Taulbees are 
buried. Guess you readers know 
that my mother was a Taulbee, 
daughter of Daniel and Malinda 
Carpenter Taulbee, granddaugh- 
ter of Silas and Cathering 
Fletcher Taulbee. I told Georgia 
she went back to the Bachs 
through Catherine. In fact, I do 
too, in fact I go back to the Bachs 
three ways. At this cemetery we 
met several connected to our 
family. Sorry we didn’t have time 
to remain for the services. We 
then went to the big cemetery 
containing four family cemeter- 
ies—the Carpenter and Taulbee 
where so many of our relatives 
are buried. One of the first ones 
buried in the Taulbee section was 
William A. Taulbee, my great- 



great grandfather who paid taxes 
on 10,000 acres on Frozen Creek, 
he is the one who killed a pan- 
ther after the panther almost 
killed him. One of these days I 
will have the panther story in The 
Licking Valley Courier, it is the 
story my grandfather, Daniel 
Taulbee, told Wardie a few years 
before he died. My! My! So 
much history connected with 
these early pioneers. 

Something about the Carpen- 
ter section where my great grand- 
father, George Carpenter, is bur- 
ied. At one time there was an in- 
scription that said “A True Re- 
publican.” 

The last cemetery we visited 
is the one on the Wilson Fork of 
Frozen where several of Estill’ s 
family are buried. The Fugate 
family takes care of this beloved 
cemetery, and see that it is well 
cared for. 

The next day we visited the 
cemetery at Woodsbend where so 
many that we know are buried 
including Dexter and Raymond 
Benton, Lonnie Benton and his 
daughter, Ernie and Bertha 
Frisby, Loretta Spencer Frisby, 
and other members of the Frisby 
family. Georgia is never satisfied 
when she comes back unless she 
goes to Loretta’s grave. They 
were great friends. She still talks 
about what a great cook Loretta 
was, especially her pies and 
cakes. Dee and Bertha Spencer 
were great neighbors to the 
Crafts. Wardie often remarked 
what great friends that family 
was when in 1935 Wardie’s 
mother and several members of 
the family had typhoid fever. In 
fact that was the year Wardie’s 
mother, Martha Ellen, and his 
brother, Fred, died with typhoid, 
and that was the year when so 
many had typhoid in this section. 

Edwin Benton reported that 
there was a nice service on the 
Morris Cemetery. He said there 
was a good crowd in remem- 
brance of Chad Chester’s daugh- 
ter. Bro. Mike Frisby took charge 
of the service. 

Now some information about 
the Benton reunion. A large 
crowd was present. The oldest 
was Hazel Craft— I am always the 
oldest in a crowd. Some think I 
am older than 89. Sure can’t be- 
lieve that I am that old. The 
youngest was Hillman Lacy (par- 
ents Cindy and Bryan). The ones 
that came the farthest were 
Buford and Barbara Chester, the 
ones present that were married 
the longest was Charles and Ethel 
Benton. They were married 59 
years ago. There were eleven 
who passed away during the past 
year. They include Elizabeth 
Chester Carey, 1961-2005; 
wilma Benton Howard, 1915- 
2005; Harold Hammond, 1929- 
2005; Paul Davis, 1950-2005; 
Gladys Benton Pelfrey, 1910- 
2005; Betty Steele, 1936-2005; 
Earl Short, 1935-2005; Ruth 
Short Miller, Lonnie Taulbee, 
Billy Benton, 1934-2006; and 
Wendell Gevedon, 1950-2006. 

Two of Kash Bach’s daughters 
paid Memory Hill a visit. I en- 
joyed them so much. The daugh- 
ters were Nancy Bach and Dora 
Bach Johnson. Nancy was so 
pleased with the two books 
which I have for sale for Tilden 
Bach— Book I and Book II on 
Bach genealogy-tracing the 
family back into Germany.
